TOOK POISION IN COURT AND DIED. 



Mr. Wright's Career Was Well Known 
on Three CkmUnents for Hli Stapea- 
done Fliuuidal Opentlont. 



All London U Thrilled With the Newe 
-tNo tueh Human tnagedy Haa 
Been Enacted In England , 
For Many a Year. 



London, Jfu. 27.— At 3 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon Whitaker Wrl^t waa 
aentenced to seven years penal aerri- 
tnde. At 4 o'clock he lay dead on the 

floor of a small room In the law courts. 
Whether he took his own life by poi- 
son or whether death in Ita natural 
course robbed tbe law ot Its fulfillment 
will not be known nntil a poaVmortem 
examination Is held; the indlcatlonB, 
however, point to poisoning. 

The career of this man, who was 
known on three continents for his stu- 
pendous financial operations, closed in 
a startling tragedy. Even in his life, 
which with hia rise from poirerty to 
enormoua wealth waa full of dramatic 
incidents, there waa nothing that could 
compare with the manner of his di'afh. 
All London Is thrilled with the news 
of It. No such human tragedy has 
been enacted in England for many a 
year. 

Until nearly 8 o'clock Tuesday night 
the body of the man who formerly 

controlled many of the world's mar- 
kets and who had been courted by roy- 
alty, reniaJned upon the floor Ot the 
room where he fell. 

The home ofllce finally gave permis- 
sion for its removal and the body was 
given to the jurisdiction of the coro- 
ner. It now lies at Westminster mor- 
tuary, where almost all the corpses ta- 
ken from the Thames aro laid out. 
The inquest probably will be held on 
Thursday. 

Mrs. Wright An American. 

Mrs. Wright, the dead man's wife. 
Is an American. Slie now lies ill at 
the magniflcent country home, which 
Wright had in Surrey. Dispatches 
from there say with a certain ingenl- 
ooe pathos: "The news of Whltaker 
Wright's death has caused much sor- 
row. He was well known here for his 
acts of generosity and it was xener- 
ally believed that he would be acquit- 
ted and return home again." 

Ut. Wright waa the bralna and head 
ot the London A Olobe corporation 
and numerous other financial schemes. 
He was arrested In New York some 
months ago and taken l)a< k to Tx)ndon 
for trial for alleged crooked transac- 
tions. 

The feeling that Justice Blgham's 
conduct of the caae was not very Judi- 
cial appears to grow in legal circles of 
Ijondon, and the sentence Imposed up- 
on Wright would in itself have fiir- 
nished England with an unexpected 
sensation. 

Until counsel commenced pleading 
the actual >rial of Whltaker Wright 
scarcely aroused that keen public in- 
terest which was exhibited when 
Wright was In (ho Ignited States or 
when parliament de<i<ii'd ho did not 
come within the pale of law breakers. 

When Messrs. Isaacks and Walton 
started to make their appeal to' the 
Jury the people awoke up to the grav- 
ity of the issues concerned. Sven the 
government was involved, for It had 
taken the stand that Wright could not 
be prosecuted. Furthermore, it was 
an open secret that many great, and 
even royal namee, were indirectly in- 
volved In the proceedings. Frtesda of 
WTriglit had said that if drawn Into a 
corner he would tell who had profited 
by his transactions. Suspense reigned 
in many Quarters while counsel for the 
defense made their appeal, but when 
the appeal waa finished, those involved 
breathed easier and pobUo cvrloaity 
regnalned unsatisfled. 

When sentence was pronoimeed the 
crowd in the court gaaped in aorprlteL ^ 
Wright was almost the only penwn' 

present who appeared to be unmoved. 
Then turning to the reporter! In the 
room rather than to his Jttdge, he cried 
out In a firm voice: 

"All that I can say it, that I am as 
innocent of any intention to deceive as 
any one In thla toom." 

Suddenly WHght tM backward as if 
he had fainted. The ofllcer, who was 
waiting to take him to Frixton prison, 
ran to Kings college hospital, which 
is nearby, for a doctor. In the mean- 
while the uneooscioua man waa prop- 
ped up on two chairs. Hie doctor 
came quickly. Hia first thought was 
that Wright had fallen In an ordinary 
apopleptic f^t, but it was notlcexl tliat 
his heart began gradually to give out 
and bcfor.^ another doctor could ar- 
rive Whltaker Wright, within one hour 
of the time be had beMi sentenced, was 
dead. 

An examination of the body, ma4e 



at a i!)ti> hour Tuesday night, points 
strongly to the ffect that death waa 

due to poison.

Only Twe Important Bllla Were Paaaed 
en Tueeday. 

TVankfort, Ky., Jan. 27. — Senate: 
The five bills amending the game laws 
and establishing a stata fish and game 
warden were reported favorably and 
made a apecial order for next Tuesday. 
Senator George's bill, providing for an 
emendment to the constitution so as to 
return to the viva voce system of vot- 
ing, was made a special order for Fri- 
day at the same hour as the "grand- 
father clauae" UU. Oov. Beckham sent 
In the following appolntmenta, which 
were referred to the committee on char- 
Itable institutions: Dr. Minnie C. Dun- 
lop, to be third assistant physician at 
the Lexington asylum; to be commis- 
sioners of deaf mute Institute at Dan- 
ville, B. O. Redes and B. W. Llllard 
(to succeed themselves), Joe McDowell, 
Jr., to succeed O. E. Wiseman, and W. 
J. Bohon to surcced W. S. Rowland. 

House: The Butler bill passed, pro- 
viding for Ml inereaae In the length of 
the common school term to six months. 
Chairman Drewrey, of the municipal- 
ities committee, reported favorably on 
the Edwards bill, recomnimded Monday 
on motion of I)r Avfrdii k, and made a 
speech in behalf of the measure, which 
he said allowed the mayor ot Louisville 
to remove members of the board of 
public safety and public works who 
were inimical to ttie administration. 
Mr. O'Conner, of I>ouisvillp, stated that 
he opposed the bill. Init it was adopted 
by a vote of 63 to 22. The Miller bill, 
appropriating 116,000 annually for the 
Kentucky Children's Home society, was 
passed by a vote of 72 to 2. The Itounie 
bill to adopt as the state law the Car- 
roll edition ot the Kentucky statutca 
waa ^inantmously paased.

A HORRIBLE FATE. 

Foorteen Men Wer« Instantly 
Killed in Stntton*i Indepen- 
dence Mine ftt Yietor, OoL 



THE CASE DROPPED 1,500 FEET. 



Arms, Legs and Heads Torn Away and 
the Sarroundlngs Bespattered 
With Their Blood. 



The Accident Is Believed to Have Been 
Due to a Defect in the Hoisting 
Engine Braica Connection 
Controlled By Air. 

Victor, Col., Jan. 27. — ^Fourteen men 
were instantly killed Tuesday morn- 
ing at Stratton's Independence mine 
by the failing bt a cage. 

A gang of 15 was on its way from 
the workings below in a cage^ which 
traveled at a rapid speed. The ma- 
chinery became deranged and the en- 
gineer found himself helpless to stop 
the car as it approached the top ot the 
shaft. 

The cage crashed into the he•^'y 
beaipa and the cable broke, precipitat- 
ing the cage 1,600 feet to the bottom 

of the shaft. 
Two men managed to grasp iron 

bars at the top and held on. One, how- 
ever, was killed, and the other badly 
crushed. 

The descent of the cage waa like a 
lightning flash. The bodies of the men 

presented a sickening spectacle, arms, 
legs and heads being torn away while 
the surrounding walls were bespatter- 
ed with their blood. 

The accident Is believed to have been 
due to a defect in the hoisting engine 
brake connection, which is controlled 
by air. The engine Is a first motion 
double reel, and the two cages work 
as counterbalances. The cages each 
weigh nearly two tons. In starting the 
cage from the COO foot level Tuesday 
steam waa uaed, but after the cage 
had gone up a certain distance tmder 
steam pressure, the steam was shut 
off and the weight of the counterbal- 
ancing (b'sctMullng cage In the other 
shaft compartment was allowe<l to 
bring the load of miners to the sur- 
face, as is the custom. When the cage 
with the 16 miners arrived at the sur- 
face Engineer Ghelles to his horror dis- 
covered that the air brakes would not 
work. Similar accidents in which no 
lives were lost have occurred twice 
before at the Independence mine with 
the same engineer now in use there. 



A LONG TRIP.

His Iour trip was made 
necessary by reason of the fact that 
he forgot to pay his poll tax before 
leaving tor Washington, and when be 
tried to have it paid by proxy he was 
informed that such could not be done 
and that he would be disfram hlsed 
both as a voter and an otilcebolder If 
he did not return in )>erson and pay 
his poll tax by January 31.

— Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Walter, of Decatur, Ind., who had 
been visiting In Columbus, died Tues- 
day in a cab while on the way to the 
Union depot to take a train for Edgar- 
ton, Ind., whither she had been sum- 
moned on account of the llliu-ss of a 
relative. Mrs. Walter's daughter was 
in the cab beside her but knew noth- 
ing of .her mother's demise until she 
attempted to aaalst her In alighting 
from the cab at the depot The coro- 
ner found death was caused by cere- 
bral hem wrhage.

THE SCHAFER MURDER. 

The Murderer Has Not Yet 
Apprehended. 



Bedford, Ind., Jan. 27.— Very little 
wft« ac complished Tuesday by the com- 
mittee on public safety, under the 
guidance of Mayor Smith and Detec- 
tive Uaipin, toward the apprehension 
of the murderer of MIsa Schater. The 
committee are in communication with 
several detectives, who will assist the 
committee in their investigation. All 
newspaper correspondents now station 
ed here have been ordered to refrain 
from publlahlng any confidential mat 
ter pertaining to the Inveetlgation. 
The public schools of Bedford opened 
Tuesday for the first time since the 
tragedy, but tho high school Will nOt 
resume for ten days. 

Miss Bdwina Day, a sub.stitute teach- 
er in the high school, relates an inci- 
dent which occurred at the Smith 
home on the evening before the mur- 
der, at which time she says Miss 
Schafer became alarmed because of a 
slight noise beard on the i>orch near 
her window. When the noise was 
found to have been caused by Mrs. 
Smith's footsteps on the porch, Miss 
Day asserts that Mlae lohalMr aeemcd 
greatly relieved. 

The funeral of Miss Schafer waa 
held at Blkhart Tuesday, and a nam- 
ber of pec^le fnNB h«i« wei* IB at- 
tendance. 

Edward Boruir, an attorney of this 
city, who was assaulted and beaten by 
an unknown man a few days ago, has 
subscribed an additional |250 to the 
reward* for tho apprehension of the 
murderer. 

While the funeral servicee were be- 
ing held at BIkhart Tuesday a memo- 
rial service wa.s held In the assembly 
r(x)in of the high school. Many evi- 
dences of esteem for th(> dead girl 
were perceptible in tho s[)ee<'hes by 
President Lowe, of the school V>oard; 
Capt Alexander. Mayor Smith. Sena- 
tor Brooke, and Revs. Bdwarde and 
Whitney. 

WANT CLEAN MONKY. 



The Question Was Argued Before the 
House Committee. 

Waahingtoa, Jan. 87. — ^"Clean mon- 
ey" was argiied before the house com- 
mittee on banking and currency Tues- 
day by Repro«entative (laines, of Ten- 
iie<ssee. .Mr. Gaines charged that the 
government was largely responsible 
for making the paper money of the 
country "unclean" by sending it to 
China, Japan, the Philippines. Cuba, 
Porto Rico and other cottntries. and 
said it shotild t)rar tho ex[)ense of re- 
deeming it. paying tlu> transportation 
charges and all other exp<'nse8. .Mr. 
Gaines asserted that a single bill 
which bad been in circulation in Cuba 
and 'returned to the treasury for re- 
demption contained 232 different kinds 
of microbes. These microbes, he as- 
serted, \ver.> Initmry. and would joy- 
fully feed on tlie mucous nieinl)rane of 
either democrat or of a republican.

Report of Tellers in Election of Offi- 
cers Showed President Mitchelli 
Vice President Uswis and See* 
retary Wilson Re-Elected. 

Indianapolis, ind., Jan. 27.— The 
United Mine Workers completed ttio 
work of the 16th annual convention 
Tueeday. Having no more committee 
reports of importance to consider be- 
fore meeting the operators In the Joint 
wage confereni e, which begins Thurs- 
day, the convention adjournP(] until 
Wednesday aftern(H)n at ;i o'clock, 
when Mrs. Virginia Barlow Leroy, of 
fltreator. ni.. will address the Me- 
gatea. The convention wiU alio re* 
celve the report ot a committee ap* 
pointed to draft a memorial on the 
death of the 200 miners in the Hart- 
wick mine explosion at Chcswick, Pa. 

The joint wage conferences general- 
ly laat about one week. It is thought 
that it wlU take that k>ng this year to 
reach an agreement over the demands 
for the run of mine ba,sis and the dif- 
ferential. The demands are always 
made for the entire state of Indiana, 
ail the Western Pennsylvania district 
and tor the Hocking valley in Ohio 
and the Danville district in Illinois aa 
the basis for those two states. Tho 
operators will mak(^ tho a-ssertion that 
while the miners are not a.sking for an 
Increase in the luinini; siale now in 
effect the run of mine basis and the 
dlflerMtiai of seven cents fiat would 
mean a heavy inereaae. 

The present mining contract cover- 
ing all operations In these four dis- 
tricts will expire Aiiril 1. 

President .John .Mitchell practically 
declined an Increast; of $2,'m»0 a year 
in his salary when a resolution was 
introduced to increase it from |3,000 
to $5,000. When put to a vote It seem- 
ed that fully fwofhirds of the ho\if»e 
voted aye. He ileclared the resolution 
lost, and wlien there was a call for a 
division he ignored it. With a rap of 
his Kavel he declared the motion lost 
and closed the debate. Several dele- 
pate!* objected, saylbg that they de- 
sired To go on record aa fhvoring the 
rai«e and they were told that they 
could submit their objections in writ* 
Ing. 

Indianapolis waa chosen for the con- 
vention next year.

Mitchell, as the brid of the ticket, re- 
ceived 92.633 vote^. Lewis rerelved 1>1,- 
filO votes, and Wilson 91.875 .
